Work 
on the 8tat\ie, the site of Which la 
directly in front of the TJnIon Sta- 
tion, has progressed to the point of 
completion. The heroic figure of 
Columbus, covered with a mantle of 
cloth, la in position, and it Is a mat 
ter of hours u^en the great 
stone or globe will be put In 

The entertalBttent that haa 
planned by the Cltlsens' Committee 
consists In part of a big reception at 
the Pan-American Republlea build- 
ing, in which Prealdent Taft will 
probably participate. There will he 
j)ubllc concerts, an auto and floral 
parade, a firework* display on the 
monument lot, fete* in the amuse- 
ment parks, together with many pri- 
vate dinner* aad •atartatamaat*.

The Rev. William J. Kerby, n. n., 
of the Catholic Vnivernlty at Wasli- 
Ington, in the laat of a oorU's of lec- 
turea'on aoelal problenis nndir tin- 
anaptcea of the Catholic Philopatrlan 
Literary Tnatltnte Of PhUadalphia, 
paid a tribute to the work done by 
lalwr unions in uplifting, equaltiing 
and aafeguardlng the laboring men 
of the world. He said In part: 

"The law ha8 long wince recog- 
nized the principle that laborers 
may form unions for purposes of 
mutual protection. Economists are 
generally agreed that labor unlona 
are rendarlng very great aenrtoe to 
I real aoctal progreaa. Political taad- 
era are willing to accept dtreetloB In 
their statesmanship from recognized 
Inhor loaders. I'nblic opinion sanc- 
tions largely the aims of organized 
labor and many of Its distinctive 
policies. Oreat numbers of employ- 
ers find It to their advantage to deal 
systematically, and in friendliness 
with orgaataattonn of labor. Repre- 
aentatlrea of religion are outspoken 
In their defense of the essentials for 
which the unions stand. I'nder such 
strone and varieil cnclorHcment as 
this, labor iiiiinn.s arc i)ra(tically 
frreci from the necessity of apolog- 
IrlnK for their existence. 

"Nevertheless much criticism Is 
heard. Fault ia found with leaders 
because .they are suapected of vio- 
lence, aelf-aeeklng, brutal methods 
and Inatneerlty. Complaint ia made 
agalnat many of the customary poll- 
clea of the unions. Unqualified con- 
demnation Is often expressed of the 
action of unions in definite situa- 
tions. No friend of organized labor 
would think of denying that at times 
farts justify aucb condemna- 
II friapda of orgaalaod 
luit the movement aa a 
j>d as a whole; that 
erstood, Its alms be 
and Its policies

The tadnatrlal magnate 
keepa bto attorney at hto aide al- 
waya to protect hta Intereeta, to di- 
rect his action and even to control 
his speech and correspondenrc Tlii' 
leboring class has had no attorney 
except Its organization. 

•'The unions have enabled right- 
minded employers to correct condi- 
tions; they have enabled 'Legtala- 
turea, or at leaat greatly aaatotod 
them, to paaa lawa whUh elemeatary 
human decency demanded and our 
beat atateamanahip would have been 
arable otherwlae to enact. The 
unions have taught us the litnita- 
tlen» of competition and the moral 
aii.l social value of reatraining it. 
Th>'\ have preaented reaaoaable 
Hi aU to the whole lakoriag claaa 
and have to a great extent thereby 
protaetad It against the dangeroua 
aednetlaea of the ideala which 
Socialtam so reckleasly offers to the 
unsuspecting mllltona. Organized 
lebor has proclaimed confidence in 
our Constitution. In our fundamental 
iPHtilutlons and their reaources 
\,h. i, Soc ialism haa ayatematlcally 
preaclied the gospel ot deepalr. 

'The unlona have failed to win 
at: laboring men for a variety of 
reasons. They have failed to hold 
alt of their members, partly becauae 
Soolallam has won them over and 
tbey have come to belluve in the de- 
nunclatlona and abuse which the 
publi< has often thoughtlessly ex- 
pr. swd As Soclallam develops the 
discerning pttbMo Will undoubtedly 
beglu to underaUnd the phtloaophy 
of orgaataed 'abor. Conservation 
leaden may yet aee the day when 
they will not be ashamed to ask tlx 
labor union to take its place m lu Mi 
prn life as the best equipped un.l 
most effective aKency to secure the
